THE  BARON  fell  in  love  with 
her  and  they  were  married.  The 
Trapps  fled  Austria  when  the  Nazis 
invaded  their  homeland. 

After  bearing  three  of  her  own 
children,  Baroness  von  Trapp  and 
the  ten  Trapp  children  became  the 
Trapp  Family  Singers. 

THE  GROUP  toured  the  world 
for  twenty  years,  appearing 
more  than  2,000  concerts  in  the 
United  States,  Europe,  Australia, 
and  New  Zealand. 

In  1947  the  Baron  became  ill  and 
died.  Four  years  later  one  of  the 
daughters  died. 

MANY  HONORS  have  come  to 
Baroness  Maria  von  Trapp.  Pope 
Pius  XII  bestowed  upon  her  the 
“Benemerenti  Medal”  and  made 
her  a lady  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre. 

These  awards  are  two  of  the 
highest  presented  by  the  Vatican 
to  Catholic  laity.  The  present  gov- 
ernment of  Austria  has  conferred 
upon  her  its  “Gold  Medal  for 
Merit.” 

IN  ADDITION  to  the  “Sound  of 
Music”,  a German-made  picture. 
“The  Story  of  the  Trapp  Family,’’ 
was  also  shown  widely  by  20th 
Century  Fox.

THROUGH  “The  Sound  of  Mu- 
sic,” the  life  of  Baroness  von  Trapp 
has  become  widely  known.  As  a 
young  girl,  Maria  was  a novitiate 
in  Austria. 

She  was  loaned  by  the  Abbey  to 
become  a governess  to  the  seven 
motherless  children  of  a World  War 
I naval  hero,  the  widower  Baron 
von  Trapp.

BYU  Visit 


The  Baroness  Maria  von  Trapp, 
whose  life  inspired  the  musical, 
“The  Sound  of  Music,”  will  speak 
at  the  BYU  forum  assembly  Thurs- 
day at  10  a.m.  in  the  Smith  Field- 
house. 


Studentbody  President  Christian- 
sen said  he  had  objections  to  the 
disciplinary  fine  before  the  stu- 
dents were  properly  informed  of 
the  situation. 

"THE  HEALTH  CENTER  did 

not  take  adequate  opportunity  to 
inform  the  students  as  to  the  situa- 
tion which  confronts  them  when 
they  miss  their  appointments,”  he 
said. 

Christiansen  added.  “I  realize 
they  do  have  a problem,  but  this 
problem  is  not  going  to  be  over- 
come by  negative  sanctions  on  mat- 
ure college  students.” 

HE  SAID  that  he  had  talked  with 


Roundy  and  Health  Center  officials 
and  felt  that  they  could  do  well  to 
evaluate  their  program  in  two 
ways. 

“They  should  first  instigate  an 
adequate  public  relations  program 
whereby  the  students  can  be  in- 
formed as  to  the  services  available 
to  them;  and  to  let  students  know 
what  problems  they  have  in  deal- 
ing with  us,  so  we  can  at  least  try 
to  rectify  the  situation  without  it 
being  forced  upon  us.” 

HIS  SECOND  idea  was  to  “re- 
evaluate the  attitudes  which  prevail 
among  the  staff  of  the  Health  Cen- 
ter.” He  said  he  spoke  mainly  of 


receptionists  who  are  looked  upon 
in  a negative  way  by  most  stu- 
dents. 

Christiansen  concluded,  “I  per- 
sonally believe  these  administra- 
tors are  trying  to  serve  the  stu- 
dents in  the  best  way  they  possibly 
can,  but  mis  is  not  what  they  are 
communicating  to  most  students.” 

STUDENTS  REACTION  to  the 
$2  fine  announcement  had  been 
mostly  negative,  according  to  a 
Daily  Universe  survey.  Most  felt 
that  the  “extra  long  waiting  per- 
iods” necessary  at  the  Health  Cen- 
ter to  keep  appointments  did  not 
encourage  students  response. 


Light  Reaches 
Beyond  Fall, 
Says  Madsen 

“You  cannot  fall  farther  than  the  | 
light  and  salvation  of  Jesus  Christ 
can  reach,”  was  the  conclusion 
reached  by  Dr.  Truman  G.  Madsen 
in  his  devotional  address  Tues- 
day. 

AN  AUTHOR  of  many  books,  and 
the  chairman  of  the  Institute  of 
Mormon  Studies,  Dr.  Madsen  re- 
ceived his  B.S.  and  M.S.  degrees 
at  the  University  of  Utah.  He  re- 
ceived his  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degrees 
at  Harvard  College. 

While  president  of  the  New  Eng- 
land States  Mission,  Dr.  Madsen 
set  up  the  Church  Institute  Pro- 
gram which  provides  cla.sses  of 
doctrinal  instruction  to  the  youth 
of  The  Church  in  New  England. 

IN  HIS  ADDRESS  to  the  student- 
body  and  faculty  assembly  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse,  Dr.  Madsen  em- 
phasized the  intelligence  and  sin- 
lessness of  Jesus  Christ  and  point- 
ed out  that  Christ  knows  all  suffer- 
ing and  pain  because  of  His  earthly 
experiences. 

Dr.  Madsen  included  in  his 
speech  a fable  which  he  wrote 
about  a fox  who  lived  on  the  “other 
side  of  the  moon.”  The  moral  was. 
“There  are  no  atheists  in  foxholes.” 


G.  Carlos  Smith,  General  Super- 
intendent of  the  YMMIA  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  will  be  the  featured 
speaker  at  a fireside  Sunday  at  9 
p.m.  in  the  Concert  Hall  of  the 
Harris  Fine  Arts  Center. 

ELDER  SMITH  began  his  MIA 
career  as  superintendent  of  the 
Holladay  Ward  YMMIA  from  1935 
to  1939.  He  was  named  to  the  Cot- 
tonwood Stake  High  Council  in  1939. 

Elder  Smith  was  called 
as  second  counselor  in  the  Stake 
Presidency  of  the  newly  organized 
Big  Cottonwood  Stake.

This 
criticism  has  resulted  from  the  unfortunate 
wide-spread  publicity  given  to  the  small 
noisy  minority  of  students  who  have  been 
Opposing  the  American  defense  of  let 

Nam.  , „ , 

“Consequently,  Young  Republicans, 
Young  Democrats,  and  Indeiiendents  have 
come  together  to  form  the  new  bi-partisan 
National  Student  Committee  for  the  De- 
fense of  Viet  Nam.  This  new  student  com- 
mittee has  no  association  with  any  extra- 
party political  oragnization  of  either  the 
right  or  the  left.  Our  sole  puipose  is  to 
mobilize  college  students  in  a concerted 
program  of  responsible  action  in  support  of 
American  resistance  to  Communist  aggres- 
sion in  Southeast  Asia.” 

The  letter  goes  on  to  suggest  petitions, 
rallies  and  the  circulation  of  current  infor- 


mation. The  final  suggestion  is  stated  this 
way.  “Finally,  we  urge  students  on  your 
campuses  to  send  Christmas  cards  to  our 
soldiers  in  Viet  Nam.  You  can  address  these 
cards  in  care  of  the  World  Affairs  Forum, 
Brigham  Young  University,  Provo,  Utah. 
The  cards  must  reach  Brigham  Young  by 
December  1,  if  our  soldiers  are  to  receive 
them  on  Christmas  Day.” 

We  congratulate  the  World  Affairs  F or- 
um  for  its  fine  offer  to  serve  the  national 
cause.  It  is  an  honor  for  BYU  to  be  asked 
to  be  the  national  receiving  point  of  these 
Christmas  Cards  for  soldiers  in  Viet  Nam. 
Both  the  University  and  the  Church  are 
lovers  and  defenders  of  freedom.  What 
greater  thing  could  the  students  of  BYU 
and  America  do  for  the  soldiers  in  Viet 
Nam  than  to  wish  them  Christmas  Greet- 
ings as  they  carry  on  the  fight  for  “Peace 
on  earth.” 

This  letter  has  been  sent  to  all  of  the 
Universities  across  the  country  and  the 
cards  will  be  pouring  in  soon.  This  is  an 
opportunity  for  BYU  to  be  a national  lead- 
er in  the  cause  of  freedom  and  peace.  Are 
we  up  to  the  task  ?
